FOX LAKE— Water and Sewer Supt. 
Rick Leber described a decision of slate 
officials to transfer 2,000 acres from the 
North West Sanitary Dist. Federal Agency

Services restarted 

LAKE VILLA — After more than a 
year of obstacles, the Lake Villa 
Township Highway Department is 
resuming assistance with emergencies on 
private property. 

A new insurance policy, which is saving 




taxpayers about $8,000, has solved a lia- 
bility problem that prevented the depart- 
ment from helping with emergency ser- 
vices since April 1990, according to 
Highway Commissioner Jim Semmer- 
ling. 

"Now we can go back to serving the 
people," Semmerling said. 

Problems started 14 months ago when 
the township's insurance carrier said it 
would not cover any accidents that involve 
municipal equipment on private properly. 

Semmerling said Highway Department 
trucks had been used up until that time to 
deliver meals to the handicapped and el- 
derly. 

"We're back in business," he said earlier 
this week.

Not 
much is known about the 
exact mechanism of forma- 
tion of a Nevus. We know 



that it may be hereditary.. 

This kind of Nevus, 
called collagenous because 
it is made up from collagen 
(protein found in certain 
skin layers) occurs typically 
in German Shepherds, about 
three lo five years of ages, 
as multiple skin lumps. 

There is no known treat- 
ment for this condition ex- 
cept for surgical removal.

Nominating petition forms for the Nov. 
5 school board election in Antioch Com- 
munity High School are now available. 
Forms may be picked up in the ACHS 
general office on any business day be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 3 p.m. 

A school board candidate's petition must 
be filed at the office no earlier than 8 a.m. 
on Monday, Aug. 19 and no later than 5 
p.m. on Monday, Aug. 26. Ballot posi- 
tions for all candidates who present their 
petitions for filing at 8 a.m. on the first 
day shall be determined by lot at a public 
drawing and ballot positions for all other 
candidates shall be in the order in which 
the petitions are filed. 

Three seats on the seven-member board 
will be filled on Nov. 5. The seats arc 
four-year terms and are currently held by 
Secretary Laurel J. Dahl, and members 
Frank W. Walsh, Jr. and Jan V. Ranney. 

To be eligible to serve, a school board 
member must be, on the dale of election, 
a citizen of the U.S., at least 18 years old, 
a resident of the State of Illinois and the 
school district for at least one year imme- 
diately preceding the election and a regis- 
tered voter. 



Elections are nonpartisan and board can- 
didates are not required to indicate a 
political party affiliation. Candidates 
should be aware of financial conflict-of- 
interest limitations set forth in The 
School Code. 

Nominating papers may be filed by the 
candidate in person, by mail or by an 
agent They consist of the following: 

dominating petitions signed by at least 
50 voters residing within the district. 
Petitions must be securely bound together 
with pages numbered consecutively, and 
the signature of the petition circulator 
must be notarized. 

Statement of candidacy, which includes 
a request that the candidate's name be 
placed on the official ballot, the address of 
the candidate, the office sought, and a 
statement that the candidate is qualified for 
the office and has filed (or will file before 
ht close of the petition filing period) a 
statement of economic interest as required 
by the 111. Governmental Ethics Act 

°A receipt from the county clerk show- 
ing that the candidate has filed the state- 
ment of economic interest. 




Task force leads way 
for disabled in county 

Activist praises Lindenhurst they're approachine the disabled mmm

For many of us, the placement of 
garbage can or a bicycle left carelessly 
the sidewalk poses no real threat 

But to a disabled person, these things 
mean a loss of time and the expense of 
physical effort. 

Denise Carlson knows the many plights 
of the disabled. Handicapped for 19 of her 
39 years, she understands the "stumbling 
blocks" that persons confined to 
wheelchairs and walkers encounter on a 
day-to-day basis. 

Now she's helping others to understand. 
Carlson was appointed recently to chair 
the Lindenhurst Mayor's Task Force for 
People with Disabilities. 

Last week, the task force met for only 
the second time. Yet the group is on the 
crest of a wave of activism concerning 
handicapped person's rights in Lake 

County. 

"There were more disabled people than 
non-disabled" at the June 6 task force 
meeting, Carlson said. Four handicapped 
people in addition to herself attended. 

"That in itself really helps. I got the 
impact I wanted and (disabled) people are 
speaking out and speaking their minds." 

A featured speaker at the June 6 
meeting was area resident Bill Richards, 
an activist for the disabled and board 
member for the soon-to-open Lake 
County Center for Independent Living in 
Mundclein. 

"They're just getting started but they are 
doing a fantastic job," Richards said of the 
Lindenhurst task force. 

"I was totally impressed with the mayor. 
In most places it's a battle to get public 
officials' attention. Here's an area where 



they're approaching the disabled com 
nity with the altitude, What can we do for 
you?'." 

Richards said he has been disabled for 
less than two years, but that time has 
shown him how inaccessible many places 
— such as washrooms and post offices — 
can be to the handicapped. 

This prompted him to become an ac- 
tivist for the disabled in Lake County. He 
applied, and received, a $204,000 federal 
grant to operate the Lake County Center 
for Independent Living in Mundclein over 
the next three years. 

Expected to open sometime in July, the 
center will serve persons in the county 
with all disabilities, from physical to 
mental, Richards said. 

Meanwhile, Carlson will continue to 
educate Lindenhurst residents about 
"consideration" toward disabled people. 

"We're not asking for much," she said. 

The task force just wants citizens to be 
careful and not block the way of sidewalks 

or sidewalk ramps with garbage cans or 

bicycles. And it reminds that parking in a 

soace reserved for the handicapped could 

result in a traffic ticket 
The Mayor's Task Force for the Disabled 

is scheduled to meet again on July 11 at 7 

p.m. in the Lindenhurst Village Hall. 

Carlson encourages anyone to come and 

speak their mind. 
"I'm going to listen to the people," she 

said.

Back to the future 



Fox Lake trustees split over establishing 
the office of full-time mayor. They also 
split on establishing a study committee to 
investigate the merits of a full-time mayor 
or village administrator. 
That provides some insight into the 
political dilemma facing the village of 
7,000 persons in northwest Lake County. 

The timidity expressed by the doubters of 
a full-time mayor is well placed. Fox 
Lake has had dismal experience with full- 
lime mayors in the recent past. The late 
Joseph Armondo was indicted. 
Richard"Butch" Hamm served a prison 
term for indiscretions associated with his 
term as full-time mayor. 

Fox Lake residents have a right to be 
exasperated with Trustees Alberta Meyer, 
Kenneth Hamshcr and Kenneth Buchardt 



who voted for establishing a full-time 
mayor without benefit of input from the 
voters — and then voted against a study on 
how the village can best be administered. 
Freezing out the public in such an 
important question is unconscionable. 
Trustees Darwin Follman, James Thillcn 
and John Erdman deserve praise for the 
good sense to say whoa to a hip-shot 
proposition and support a serious study of 
the question. 

An interesting sidelight to the near miss 
for another adventure with a full-time 
mayor is the parliamentary procedure that 
was invoked to declare the motion for a 
full-time mayor failed on a tie vote. 
Mayor Frank Meier was in the hospital in 
Barrington at the time and did not vote. 
He hasn't expressed himself on the subject 



'Two-headed' mayor 



While Fox Lake debates the question of 
whether a full-time mayor is better than a 
part-time mayor, Lake Zurich's village 
council majority has expressed itself on 
the question of what's better than one 
mayor. Two mayors! 

You have to know a little bit about Lake 
Zurich politics to figure this one out. 
Mayor James Kay came into office in 
1989 without the benefit of a majority 
after a three-way tussle for the village 
presidency. Struggling to restore order out 
of the growth and development chaos 
created by previous administrations, Kay 
has engendered the displeasure of Lake 
Zurich's behind-the-scenes power brokers 
who guided four candidates to victory in 
the 1991 spring village election. 

Flushed with the power of a 4-2 council 



majority, the new electees have installed 
one of their own, Montgomery Campbell, 
as a sort of surrogate mayor. In recent 
weeks, Campbell and the majority have 
pretty much established their own agenda 
while elected Mayor Kay continues to 
manage affairs from the perspective of 
what's best for the community, not what's 
best for the power brokers. 

Campbell isn't doing anything illegal or 
anything that hasn't been done before in 
other villages, but he's going about his 
self-appointed leadership role in a manner 
that is attracting wide-spread attention. 
Lake Zurich's experiment with two mayors 
is definitely a novel system that 
undoubtedly will be sorted out in the 1993 
village election which apparently already is 
well underway.

State transfer shocking 

Editor 

I am shocked, but I suppose not 
surprised, to learn that the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency 
granted Lakemoor's request to transfer the 
proposed Homart/Scars shopping center 
out of the Fox Lake sewage treatment 
plant's Federal Planning Area (FPA). 

I am shocked because the state of 
Illinois gave the Fox Lake plant $25 
million of taxpayer's money in the form 
of grants and low-interest loans to expand 
the plant to serve the future needs of the 
area into the 21st century. 

By taking the Homart project away, the 
state reduces the ability of the Fox Lakp 
plant to recoup its costs from the hook- 
up and user fees this development would 
generate. At the same time, hooking up 
to the Island Lake Sanitary Dist.(which is 
not designed for this type of growth) will 
only create the need for more (probably 
taxpayer-supported) improvements at that 
plant. How can the state condone 
handing out the taxpayers' money on one 
hand and reducing the chances of getting 
it back on the other? 

Their reasoning is that it would be more 
"practical and cost effective" to go to 
Island Lake. In making that decision they 
have chosen to ignore evidence of Fox 
Lake's efforts to bring sewer service to 
Rtcs. 12 and 134. This evidence 
includes loan applications, annexation 
agreements, and preliminary engineering 
studies that demonstrate that hooking up 
to Fox Lake will actually be chcaperl 

Practical and cost effective to go to 
Island Lake? For whom? Certainly not 
for the taxpayer whose money was used 
to fund Fox Lake's plant expansion. 
Certainly not for for the sewer customer 
who is paying higher fees to pay off the 
loans for that expansion. That is why I 
am not surprised at the IEPA decision. It 
would be naive to think that an 
organization with the size and resources 
of Scars/Homart is without influence at 
governmental levels. It is also hard not 
to believe that someone doesn't stand to 

gain greatly from all the surrounding,

Fire departments to send burn victims to camp

Grayslakc Fire Dept. has donated $500 
toward camp for bum victims which will 
operate later this month. 

The camp, run by Illinois Fire Safety 
Alliance, will be held June 29 - July 5 at 
Camp Duncan in Fox Lake. The camp is 
a spin-off of one held annually in 
Colorado. 

"The camp started through contacts 
with the fire service and we sent 10 kids 
to the Colorado camp each year. It got to 
be a pretty popular thing. But with only 
nine spots, we had to disappoint a lot of 
kids," Ed Cavello, Mt. Prospect Fire 
Chief and head of the alliance, said. 

Thus, the week-long camp idea at 
Camp Duncan was born. The camp is for 
youths ages eight to 18-years old who 
have been treated at a burn center. 

"Next year, we might expand the camp 
to surrounding states," Cavello said. 

"A majority of these kids have had 
extensive burns with scaring not 
necessarily on their face, but on other 
parts of their body," Cavello said. 

In addition to providing a fun week, the 
camp also helps burn victims live with 
the psychological scars. "We work to 
relieve the psychological trauma that 
often accompanies children as they grow 



up," Cavello said. 

The participants will be able to tell 
their own stories about the camp as they 
will be given a camera and will prepare a 
scrapbook. 

Teenage girls will leam how to help 
their self-esteem as a beauty expert will 
show them how to apply make-up 

Puppets are also used as a tool. 

Many surrounding fire departments, 
including Lake Zurich, will be 
participating. "Lake County has always 
been an area of our biggest supporters," 
Cavello said. 

In other fire department news, firemen 
from Grayslake, Round Lake and Lake 
Villa fire departments participated in a 
burndown exercise. The two-story home 
with a basement was a wooden frame. 

Lt. Don Mobley of Grayslake Fire

included situations with different 
ventilation conditions.

Special students make 
special sounds at Adler

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The soft summer sounds streaming 
from the Adler Cultural Center in 
Libcrtyville this season arc the product 
of the strumming guitar strings of a 
class composed of students from the 
Northeastern Illinois Special Recreation 
Assn. (NISRA). "This is fun; I enjoy their 
music," exclaims Pat Gaughan, their 
instructor. Pat took over teaching four 
years ago from Mary Bcrman, the then 
director of NISRA. Mary Berman started 
that guitar class in 1981. "Music is a real 
special thing; the guitar is a cool 
instrument. The two make a great 
combination," explains Mary. 

Before launching her first class, Mary 
spoke with Doug Miller of the Adler's 
music program and asked for some 
pointers. She also made him aware tiiat 
perhaps down the line she would be 
looking for the Adler to take over the 
classes. Why guitar, instead of another 
instrument? Mary points out that when 
teaching people with learning 
disabilities, it's important to be able to 
have them sec success. With the guitar, 
you don't have to be able to read music; 
and knowing a few chords can allow 
you to actually play a song. As her 
administrative duties became more 
burdensome, Mary turned to the Adler 
for some help. She had met Pat 
Gaughan earlier and had asked her to 
play for a NISRA event. Although she 
had little experience dealing with 
handicapped people, she 
enthusiastically took over the class. 
Currently, six students, ranging in age 
form 10 to 32 are enrolled. 

Pat, a graduate of the American 
Conservatory of Music in Chicago is a 
local performer who can be seen at a 
number of coffee houses. What are the 
particular challenges which Pat faces? 



"My students arc challenged 
physically," says Pat. "Their hands arc 
smaller; the muscle strength is not 
there." She does point out that the 
determination is there. "I have students 
in other classes who have wonderful 
abilities, but lack the determination 
that this class has." Pat points out that 
determination can carry you a long way. 
Pat's classroom technique centers of 
much repetition. She teaches a new 
chord every few weeks or so. So far, their 
"gigs" have included the annual NISRA 
Christmas party and the NISRA spring 
spaghetti dinner. This class also 
performs at the annual Adler music 
recitals. 

Eric Anderson, a Lake Zurich 
resident, has been In the guitar class for 
four years now. His mother Ruth says, 
"Eric loves it; it's one of his favorite 
things." Mis mother goes on to explain 
that his brother and sister have always 
taken music lessons and that this Is 
Eric's opportunity to be just like them. 
Brian O'Malley, from Libcrtyville, has 
been taking guitar class for over two 
years now. His mother, Loretta says, 
"Brian really loves music. He has tapes 
and music going on all the time at 
home and just sits there and plucks 
along with the music." Brian says, 
"Music is my life." 

Occasionally, Pat will have her other 
guitar students come to her special 
class to assist or just show off their 
playing style.

'Waiting for Godot 1 

"Waiting for Godot," Samuel Beckett's classic existential play that probes 
man's basic nature by peeling apart one layer after another, is disappointing 
as currently presented by the Apple Tree Theater Co. in I Ilghlnnd Park. 

It's not the fault of the two leading characters: James Sudlk and Ross 
Lehman, both of whom have won Jefferson Awards for the past theatrical 
efforts. 

Nor is it with the set (an appropriately desolate landscape). 
Rather, one might suspect the problem lies with the slant in direction. Co- 
directors Eileen Bocvcrs and Mark Ix)coco have skewed their production too 
far towards a humorous bent. And while some of the play adapts well to this 
approach (In fact, at times broad doses of bizarre humor are not only 
expected but required of "Godot"), much of the on stage machinations seem 
forced and uncomfortable. 

Beckett's absorbing talc is one of the two 
tramps, Vladimir and Estragon, who are 
bound by an indecisive friendship— they're 
forever splitting up and reuniting. They find 
themselves inexplicably waiting in the same 
spot for a mysterious Godot (a name given 
over to various interpretations from God to 
some vulgar, misshapen little man). 

And they keep on waiting and waiting and 
waiting, amusing themselves in odd little 
ways to pass the time. 

In "Waiting for Godot," which runs through 
June 23, its characters play the ultimate 
waiting game. The only question is whether It

Dove nesting recalls WW If 



Dove nesting time is at 
hand and the carriage 
lamp under the eve of our 
back porch has an unde- 
served attraction to these 
birds. Its broad top about 
six inches below the nine 
inch overhanging eve of- 
fers weather protection 
but its curved surface lacks 
stability. Earlier this 
spring a pair of mourning 
doves collected twigs and 
assembled a loose nesting 
mat. This became an in- 
teresting process to watch 
and was quite visible from 
our dining room win- 
dows. Doves mate for life 
and their dedication de- 
served our admiration, 
although their engineer- 
ing ability was question- 
able. Pieces of nest fell to 
ground as they took turns 
incubating the two eggs. 
But wind, rain and turn 
taking kept dislodging 
parts of the nest and fi- 
nally one egg fell to the 
ground and broke, fol- 
lowed by a second one 
two days later. Shortly 
thereafter a second pair of 
doves, smaller and whiter 
took possession of the 
nest and arc now in the 
nesting process. Perhaps 
being smaller, they can 
keep the eggs in the nest 
to hatching time, we 
hope! 

Doves are glorified pi- 
geons, naturalist say, and 
the first and best known 
by historians was the deli- 
cate white one which be- 
came the symbol of peace 
as a result of the biblical 
accounting of Noah, who 
first sent a raven in search 
of land. The raven did not 
return so he sent a white 
dove. It returned bearing 
an olive branch to become 
our universal sign of 
peace. Their record as 
messengers dates back to 
Nero who used them to 
report sport scores of the 
Olympics to interested 
friends. 

Cher Amis, was famous 
wooden legged pigeon 
who qualified for a purple 
heart after her leg was 
shot off during WW I, 
while flying a message 
that saved an American 
battalion. Call them pi- 
geon or dove, they sepa- 
rate pretty much by size 
and color, with 289 
species from which to 
choose. 

I never heard much 
about any fishing that oc- 
curred from Noah's Ark, 
though it traveled in their 
environment. One of my 
earliest fishing recollec- 
tions was of Grecian fleets 
that worshipped Poise- 
don, the god of the sea. 
This goes back to the first 



and second century. My 
history classes recalled 
Frescos of fishermen car- 
rying their catches on 
strings, which we now call 
stringers. Greek fishing 
islands and inlets with 
villages lived relatively 
unchanged in location

1x10, trimmed to 8-inches 
wide. 

Assemble the cup- 
board using carpenter's 
glue and 2-inch finishing 
nails or 1 1/2 inch flat- 
head screws. Notice that 
the top piece is flush with 
the front of the unit and 
overlaps the sides and 
back.

If you've never grown 
vegetable plants indoors, 
try a few. My tomato 
plants were started eight 
weeks ago and will soon 
be planted in the garden. 
I grew Bccfmaster, plum 
and Sweet 100 cherry 




tomatoes. You'll get 
earlier harvests of many 
crops and give your long- 
season crops more time to 
produce. In our part of the 
country, tomatoes, 
peppers and eggplant can 
be easily grown indoors. 
Quite a selection of 
varieties can be found in 
most mail-order seed 
catalogs. Even if you don't 
start your plants indoors, 
it's a good idea to check 
out the catalogs, they have 
plenty of gardening 
information. I guess I 
enjoy growing my own, 
because I can pick out the 
varieties I want, use the 



soil mix I think best and 
fertilize them the way I 
want. 

Buying plants from a 
nursery is convenient and 
docs make sense, and I 
always get some insurance 
to go along with those 
plants I grow myself. I 
shop at garden centers 
that have good 
reputations. They're never 
the cheapest, but 
customer satisfaction and 
repeat business are 
important to them. 

After growing your own 
or buying from the 
nursery, all plants need to 
spend a week or so 
outside before being 
transplanted into the 
garden. This process, is 
called "hardening-off" 
which means gradually 
introducing the indoor- 
grown tomato plant to the 
outdoors. 

Leave the plants in 
partial shade and 
protected from the wind 
for just a few hours on the 
first day and give them a 
little more each day 



thereafter. It takes three of 
four days to accustom 
them to direct sunlight. 
After a week or so the 
plants can stay out all 
night. Now you're ready to 
plant. 

The best time to 
transplant well-hardened 
plants is on a cool, cloudy, 
windless afternoon or 
evening. Be over 
protective; don't let hot 




sun or fierce winds 
intensify the shock o 
transplanting. 

Plant the tomato 
plants deep. Put a good 
stocky plant in so the first 
true loaves are just above 
the soil.

Beaded braid comb 



To make the Breaded 
Braid Comb, you'll need: 
a 14-inch long flexible 
hair comb, enough rattail 
cord, baby 2-ply yarn or 
metallic craft yarn to 
make 90 26-lnch lengths, 
90 each royal blue, white, 
light blue and silver pony 
beads, and scotch tape. 

For each braid, cut two 
26-inch-long strands of 
yarn. Holding strands 
together, fold in half and 



push folded ends through 
one bend of comb, then 
pull ends through loops 
formed and tighten. Braid 
the doubled strands to 2- 
inches from end. With a 
small piece of scotch tape, 
roll the ends together 
making a point enabling 
the beads to be strung 
more easily. Thread onto 
each braid 1 royal blue, 1 
white, 1 light blue, 2 silver, 
1 white, 1 light blue and 1 



royal blue of the pony 
beads. Push all beads up 
temporarily, knot the end 
of the braid to 1-1 1/2 
inches from the bottom. 
Cut off tip leaving 1/2- 
inch of end past the knot. 
Slide beads down to knot. 
Repeat, making braided 
strands until comb is 
completely covered.

interest as fragrance and fla- 
vor. Grown in a big basket, 
they make a handsome 
portable herb garden you 
can bring to the table to 
clip as you eaL For the ef- 
fect of bouquet-like ar- 
rangements, plants must be 
grown close together in 
cramped quarters; their 
health depends on steady 
watering and feeding. 
Besides a sturdy basket 



to hold them, you'll need a 
rich, fast-draining soil mix 
and 3-mil plastic (sold by 
the roll, or cut from a 
heavy-duty trash bag). 

Now let's begin — Line 
basket with plastic, draping 
surplus over sides. Fill 
basket with soil mix. Trim 
plastic to just below basket 
rim. With scissors, poke 
drainage holes through bot- 
tom. Arrange herbs 3 to 4 
inches apart on top of soil. 
Gently loosen rootballs, 
then plant. Water plants 
with a diluted liquid fertil- 
izer. Drench soil, letting 
water drain freely, from 
basket bottom. 

My basket contains a 
mixture of plants; additional 
possibilities include basil, 
chervil, cilanlro and sweet 
marjoram. Sage is short- 
lived in moist soil-attractive 
for only a few weeks. Put 



low-growing herbs and ones 
that drape, such as trailing 
rosemary, chives and 
nasturtium close to basket 
sides. Build height in the 
center with tall, upward 
growers such as Italian 
parsley and sweet basil. 
Chives, nasturtium and 
rosemary contribute flower 
color. 

For best results, put the 
basket outdoors where it 
gets at least four hours of 
sun every day. Water daily 
and let the basket drain 
freely. Use a rainhead nozzle 
oh the hose or watering can 
so you can shower plant 
foliage as well. Wash off 
foliage before you bring the 
basket to the table; protect 
the tabletop with plastic. 

To keep plants in top 
form, harvest liberally and 
trim off yellowed or dead 
leave. Prune leaves that 



block sun to lower growing 
herbs. Whenever wide- 
spreading nasturtium, 
chives or parsley gets too 
big, cut it back and let it 
fill out again. 

In mild-winter regions, 



you can keep the herb bas- 
ket full all year by replacing 
summer herbs with ones 
that grow will in cooler 
weather. In the fall, dig out 
annuals such as basil and 
replant with chervil, 



cilantro, dill or Italian pars- 
ley. Or plant colorful leaf 
lettuce seedlings among the 
perennial herbs, chives, 
oregano, rosemary, thyme 
and parsley. What a lovely 
, gift for a cook. 
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long enough?®
